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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
provide an adequate written description of the invention, and failing to adequately teach how to 
make and/or use the invention, i.e. failing to provide an enabling disclosure. 

Claims 1-24, 33-38, and 48-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification, as originally filed, does not provide support for the invention as is now 
claimed. Although one of skill in the art might realize from reading the disclosure that different 
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separate analytes which are not different epitopes of a macromolecule are useable in the 
invention, such possibility of use does not provide explicit or implicit indication to one of skill in 
the art that such limitations on the analytes were originally contemplated as part of applicant's 
invention and such possibility of use does not satisfy the written description requirements of 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. Note that a description which renders obvious a claimed invention 
is not sufficient to satisfy the written description requirement. Applicant is requested to direct 
the Examiner's attention to specific passages where support for these newly recited limitations 
can be found in the specification as filed or is required to delete the new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-24, 33-38, and 48-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Malmqvist et al. (WO 90/05306) for reasons of record as regards the invention as 
disclosed. 

Applicants arguments filed 1 7 September and 24 October 2007 have been addressed in 
prior Office actions, have been fully re-considered, and are again not deemed to be persuasive 
for the reasons of record set forth regarding the teachings of the reference, particularly on pages 
6-14 and 23. As set forth, for the reasons of record, applicant's broad inclusive definition of 
analyte and ligand being members of any specific binding pair do not exclude the 
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macromolecules having groups of epitopes thereon which specifically bind different antibodies 
in groups of antibodies as taught in the reference. Moreover, the reference clearly teaches 
comparing binding of a plurality of different macromolecules (e.g. macromolecule mixtures, 
• macromolecules from different pathological conditions, native and protein engineered 
macromolecules, native and fragmented macromolecules) with a plurality of different antibodies 
(e.g. monoclonal antibody mixtures, or different polyclonal antibody populations). 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114.
